“The latest case of Jones v. Montague, 
involving the Virginia law, was dismissed 
because the act it sought to enjoin—the 
issuing of certificates of election, etc., to 
members of congress—had already been 
done, and the congressmen had taken 
their seats before the case was reached 
in the supreme court.
